We will employ, within the 
next six months, between 1000 to 151 Ml men. Our monthly pay roll will he 
between $150,<MM» and $200,000 per month. Yon can readily see what this 
amount of money, added to the wages already paid to men working in South 
San Francisco, would mean to the city of South San Francisco, Its merchants 
and property owners. 

-We believe that the most profitable buildings for your city at the present 

(line would he apartment houses, consisting of two and three room apart¬ 
ments and fiat buildings. We also believe that a new hotel would be a very 
profitable investment, as at least a fair percentage of our employees will he 
single men. 

We urge upon your honorable body that you will put forth every effort In 
your power toward Intluencing property owners of your city to build apart¬ 
ments, fiats and houses for employees of the manufacturing industries of 
South San Francisco. We will he pleased, at any time, to give you any in¬ 
formation or assistance we can toward this end.
